Quebec Allows Same-Sex Marriage 


British Columbia and Ontario face a new 
threat to their wedding-bound tourist 
dollars as Quebec becomes the third 
Canadian province to allow same-sex 
marriage. Montrealers Michael 
Hendricks and René Lebouef saw an end 
to their five- 
year battle to 
be allowed to 
marry. On 
March 19 the 
Quebec Court 
of Appeal not 
only upheld a 
lower court's 
ruling to allow 
gay marriages, it also lifted a two-year 
suspension imposed by the earlier ruling. 
That suspension was intended to give the 
federal government time to redefine 
marriage, but the Court of Appeal 
decided to make their ruling effective 
immediately. Another threat to hetero- 
sexual marriage? Not according to 
EGALE Executive Director Gilles 
Marchildon who observed "Thousands of 
gay couples have married already. And I 
haven't heard of any heterosexual couple 
who have cancelled their weddings 
because of that."

we a topic like green, I had to 
indulge the literary/pretentious 


side of me and pay homage to The 
Bard. The only question was whether 
I would tackle innocent naiveté with 
Antony and Cleopatra's “salad days, 
when I was green in judgement, cold 
in blood”, or go with the more 
obvious: Othello's ''O! beware, my 
lord, of jealousy; It is the green-ey'd 
monster which dock mock the meat it 
feeds on." 


I of course opted for the jealousy angle; 
it's been far too long since I've been 
hopelessly naive. 


Right along with the green-eyed monster, 
green with envy is long-since cliched. 
However, envy and jealousy aren't 
exactly the same thing. Webster's differ- 
entiates between envy and jealousy in the 
following way: envy denotes a longing to 
possess something awarded to or 
achieved by another, whereas jealousy 
denotes a feeling of resentment that 
another has gained something that one 
more rightfully deserves. Webster's goes 
on to point out that jealousy also refers 
to anguish caused by fear of losing 
someone or something to a rival. It's the 
second definition I am going to focus 

on, the definition that is more 
relevant for relationships, and 
relationships are of course what 
Fresh Neurosis is all about. 
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I'd take a step farther from the definition 
though, and say that jealousy, in a way, 
isn't even an emotion on its own. Rather, 
it's the word we use for the collective of 
emotion felt when a person gets jealous. 
Those emotions are varied: loneliness, 
betrayal, anger, anxiety, sadness, power- 
lessness, but perhaps most of all, fear. 
Jealousy, in a very real way, is just fear: 
fear of change, fear of loss, fear of some 
deep need being met. Milton speaks of 
jealousy as the injured lover's hell, and he 
was quite accurate. 


I did a bit of 'Net surfing and came across 
a few sites on jealousy. Those sites all 
seemed to agree that there are typically 
three major emotional concerns 
associated with jealousy: not being loved, 
not being worthy of love, and being 
deprived of love after finding it. Those 
then manifest themselves in thoughts 
such as “If my partner loves me, he can't 
love anyone else” or “if my partner was 
satisfied with me, he 
wouldn't 
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need to look anywhere else for satisfac- 
tion”. People can become so paranoid 
about the loss of love that they can 
sometimes end in driving it away. As it 
says in the book of Isaiah, “love is as 
strong as death; jealousy is cruel as the 
grave”. 


With the seeming upsurge in relationship 
styles other than monogamy, methods of 
overcoming jealousy seem to abound in 
self-help tapes, books, or seminars. Most 
of the methods seem to be summed up in 
one word: communication. With 
adequate communication, pursuing 
multiple relationships becomes a 
possibility. It is the process of belief 
conversion. “My partner cannot love me 
if he loves someone else” must evolve 
into “there is enough love in the world 
for everyone, and in fact, loving more 
than one person can potentially, even 
exponentially, expand the possibilities of 
giving and receiving love”. Which is all 
well and good in print but takes a bit 
more doing in real life. 


Recognizing the specific incidents that 
set off a jealous reaction, and being able 
to communicate those to your partner, is 
absolutely essential for pursuing any 
level of openness in a relationship. 
Risking the pain of jealousy happens 
with all relationships, but ongoing 
"dialogue can alleviate that pain, if not 
completely eliminating that risk. Best 
wishes for fighting your own green- 
eyed monster. V

Centre of Edmonton) has been making a public plea 
for months about their dire need for funding, volunteers, and basically MUCH 
more community support. The climax of this outcry truly came at the Annual 
General Meeting (AGM) held on March 11, 2004 when the possibility of closing the 
centre became a potential reality. Despite the commendable efforts put forth by the 
outgoing board it has become in essence impossible for the centre to continue to 
operate under the same premise it always has. If we continue to do the same things 
that we have always done, we can only expect the same results. At this point in time 
Edmonton's queer community needs a centre that is just as sustainable as it is 
accountable. In order for that to happen we need a new vision. 


The beginning of that vision is the amendment that was narrowly passed in what 
appeared to be a clash of the old guard meets youthful enthusiasm. This amendment 
in its entirety can be read on the fabulously done GLCCE website: 
http://www.edmc.net/glcce. Many veterans to the community seemed to view 
dissolving the centre at the end of March as the most practical way to go. Myself, 
along with all those that voted in favour of the amendment see things a little 
differently. It is my conviction that we cannot just sit back and hope things will get 
better. The time to act is now! One of my many ambitions is to facilitate in closing 
the growing generation gap that is hurting us all. Wisdom comes in many shapes 
and forms. And that includes the youth and their allies that showed up en masse to 
turn the vote. I am eternally grateful to all those that have worked tirelessly over 
the years to make Edmonton's queer community what it is. In turn, I hope those 
that voted against the amendment will soon be grateful to those that voted in favour 
for all that I know we are going to accomplish in the coming months.

s most of you already know, GLCCE established a 9

One of our biggest goals identified by the 
current board is to secure more reliable 
funding for the Centre and a future organi- 
zation. This may mean changing the status 
of GLCCE to better fit the parameters of 
municipal, provincial and federal funding 
programs. We are in the process of 
planning a Town Hall meeting at City Hall, 
with the support of Edmonton City 
Councillor Michael Phair. We have the 
Heritage Room booked at City Hall for a 
couple of tentative dates and will confirm 
the date after the Sunday board meeting. 
We will be inviting members of 
community groups and anyone interested 
in the health and well being of members of 
the LGBT community to come out and 
share their ideas and provide input on the 
options presented by the interim board. 
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member interim board to oversee the operations of 


GLCCE for the next 4 months. This interim board will 
also establish an advisory body drawn from the 
community at large to develop a new Community Centre 
that meets the current needs of the LGBT community. 


Since this is an interim board, we decided to name only 2 co-

in order to keep things running 
smoothly during the transition.

This area can be transformed into an outdoor room in which to 
escape the room-mate or kids, tan and my favorite; a place to 
serve and share cock tales with friends before heading out for 
the night's debauchery.

All plants 
will have a label explaining their requirements. Not sure, 
always ask the staff where purchasing. 


Vines are a neglected bunch, try sinking a trellis down into a 
pot to cover a blank wall or place the pots up against the 
railing to provide some privacy as the vines intertwine and fill 
in the railing. Use Scarlet runner bean, passionflower or 
clematis which are available at the local garden center. 
Telescopes and binoculars can be hidden but remember they 
make some neighbors nervous. Keep the patio lights off. 


Planting up the pots is all based on preference. Some simple 
rules of complimentary flower colours, odd numbers and 
height will greatly enhance your space. With the myriad of 
species and cultivars available now, this really is an individual 
expression. You know what you like /dislike and with a bit of 
planning (by the plant tags) you can achieve your own look. 
Go for it!
